32. a) THAT the timing of emplacement of district and 
@ neighbourhood parks and facilities be as follows: 


i) The Developer be required to sod the parklands 
and gratuitously dedicated walkways with No. 1 
nursery sod at the same time as sidewalk and 
boulevard sodding is called for in the 
Engineering Agreement; 


id) That this policy be applicable to all 
parklands having 10 acres or less excluding 
i walkways, and on those parklands exceeding 
| 10 acres that this policy apply only up to 
the maximum of 10 acres with the balance of

estion Would Council consider declaring 
June - July 5 “Soccer Weeks" in Mississauga? 


Answer As two attending teams (Mexico and Germany) 


in the tournament are staying in the City it could 
be considered appropriate to have the Mayor and 
Members of Council proclaim the weeks involved. 


stion Could a suitable civic reception be held 
or the two teams due to stay in Mississauga? 


Answer After talking to Mr. Kellman on the matter 
we have determined that their schedule will not 
permit them to attend either a scheduled Council 
meeting or scheduled General Committee meetings. 

A date could be arranged for them to visit City 
Hall, receive a tour, meet the Mayor and Members 
of Council, and receive a Mississauga souvenir. 
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Question Can an appropriate City of Mississauga 
pen, pennant or other gift be presented to the 
teams? 


Answer The City could provide desk flags or 

pennants to teams visiting City Hall and to 

teams playing a Mississauga team which may be | 
entered in the tournament. 


Question Can Council assist in any way with 
making a Mini Bus available for the teams staying 
in Mississauga. The bus would pick the players 
up at a central point and take them to Centennial 
Park and then take them back to the central point? 


Answer I have discussed this matter with Mr. 

ng. He indicated he would be pleased to assist 
the group with the transportation needs but pointed 
out that the roadblocks in the path to be travelled 
should be considered by Council. 


1. The bus (regular bus - not a mini bus) would 
have to be made available during rush hour when 
they do not normally have buses available. 


2. Overtime payments would have to be made to the 
bus drivers involved. It would appear that the 
cost would be in the neighbourhood of $200 +. 


3. As we are not allowed to charter a bus which 
would leave Mississauga (into Etobicoke) we 
would be breaking an Ontario Highway Transportation 
Board Regulation. 


Mr. Kellman, when informed of the above situation 
respectfully suggested that Council might consider 
a $150 grant to cover expected transportation costs. 


Believing the information contained in this memo ‘ 
will assist Council in dealing with the matter I am,

top level Minor Soccer Tournament. 


The Scarboro Minor Soccer Association, the organizing Club, has hn- 
vited the National Champions or Runner-ups of last year's 14 year 
olds. The Tournament Committee includes Representatives from Minor 
Associations from Oakville in the West to Oshawa in the East. 


The three venues for Games to be played are Oshawa Civic Stadium, 
Scarboro Birchmount Stadium and Etobicoke Centennial Stadium.

For the moment arrangements have been made to have all of them stay at York 
University. Should the Grant fall through, emergency calis may go out to al!

The official number of players per team is 18, for which hosts should notbe 
finalized by the billeting Clubs. A master list of al! players, with assigned 
hosts, will be made up and distributed to all team officials, Committee members, 
and Club Ilalson officials, so that everybody can locate anyone upon consulting 


this list. 


The Mississauga guests, Germany and Mexico ||, are to be-met at the Airport upon 


their arrival. We, at the MMSA level, are investigeting the tentative plan of 
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picking up the team as a unit (by bus) and taking the players to a central 


location, where their hosts would meet them and take them home. Presumably, the 


three team officials could be taken by a Club official to York University.

The German team list is available - their arrival, CP Flight #281, from Amsterdam, 


June 23rd, 2:00 PM. Details on the Mexican team to follow; arrival the same day. 


June 24th - The team officials attend a briefing session; some may want to hold 


a team practice. | 


June 25th - First game. For our guests Centennial Stadium, Etobicoke; double- 
header each time - first kick-off 7:00 PM, 8:30 PM for second match. 


June 26th - Day off. (Practice?), local receptions? 


June 27th - Second game. 


June 28th - Teams only go on bus trip to Niagara Falls. Evening Reception 
(on return) at City Hall, Toronto; they'!I! come back to central point 


in Mississauga, by bus. 


June 29th - Third game. 
Tentative plans for Evening Reception for visiting Coaches by the 


Ontario Coaches Association. 


June 30th - Open day. 
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The three group winners at Etobicoke, Scarborough, and Oshawa, plus one "Wild Card” 


draw will go on to the Semi-Finals. 


The @ight losers, together with their respective host teams (i. e. Malton and/or a 
Mississauga Minor Bantam Team) will go Into a Special Robbie-style Tournament, 
especially set up for this purpose. (Note: normally, there is no minor age 


division in the Robbie). 


We probably won't know for certain how the groups wil! shape up until Tuesday, 
June 29th - so we won't know who will go on to the Robbie either, as far as the 
host teams are concerned. My recommendation is that we plan for being in the 
Robbie. Mississauga South and West should get together to decide this Issue. 

You can't put a "SELECT" Select Team in, yet you should endeavour to enter a 
fairly competitive team, since you are going to be playing some of the best youth 


teams in the world.

As hosts to a visiting player, we are committing ourselves to room and board, and 
transportation. It is the latter which bothers some who wish to billet a visiting 
youngster. | urge the Club Coordinators to organize a rotating car pool service, 
whereby four cars look after driving from a central point to games and back, with 
"foster" parents making certain that “their" boy gets to the “central” point. in 
Malton, this should be the Westwood Mali; down South Dixie Plaza, or Square One, 
or whatever is deemed most convenient. The boys should either get a lift there 
or be able to walk there or take a Mississauga Transit bus. On all other aspec*s 
of hosting a player, treat them like relatives from abroad. Daily screcules ene 


largely to be determined by the team officials. 


The refereeing was to have representatives from ail participating Clubs or 
Associations. Our Mississauga Refer@es' Association has so far not answered the 
request to contact the Ref. Coordinator. Some teams (e. q- the Germans) are 
bringing a Ref. along who will also be assigned to officiate some games. An 


evaluating system will ensure that the "top" officials will be appointed to do 
the Semi and Final games.

It is good at all parks and all games through to the Final. Single, individual 
tickets at the gate will be $1.50 (or .75¢ per child) for a doubleheader.
